SUBJECT: Electric Utility Connections 


On May 12, 1945, the War Production Board revoked all Supplementary Orders 
in the U-l1 series, Extensions of electric utility lines and connections 

to farms will no longer be controlled by Orders U=l-c, U-l-d, U-l-f, U-l-g, 
or U-l~i or by provisions of Office of War Utilities Administrative Letter 
WPBI-2943, dated April 19, 1945, 

Effective immediately on receipt of this memorandum Committees shall dis- 
continue (1)the certification of animal units on farms as formerly required 
under Order U-l-c, (2) the certification of eligibility for irrigation 
connections formerly made under U-1-i and (3) recommendations to WPB for 
appeal cases which did not qualify under existent orders. 


Special Services Memorandum 202, Construction 60, dated April 28, is made 
inactive by the above action and is superseded by this memorandum, 


Utilities may now make electric extensions and connections as they desire 
withovt WPB approval, being limited only by Order U~1l which automatically 
permits expenditures up to $25,000 for materials for minor capital additions, 


A minor capital addition can include any continuous extension of lines. 


Utilities are not required to give preference, in making connections, to 
farmers who have outstanding certifications from County Committees issued 
prior to May 12. However, they are urged to do so as indicated by the 
following excerpt from Office of War Utilities Administrative Letter, 
WPBI-3006, dated May 12, 1945: 


"In scheduling the construction of electric extensions to serve 

farm consumers, it should be recognized that increased food pro- 

duction will continue to be urgently required during the coming 

months, Utilities should therefore continue to give preference 

to extensions of service to farms where the use of electric power 

can>be expected to result in a substantial increase in farm preduc~ 

tion or in a substantial saving in farm labor. Although it is planned 
that no more "animal unit" certifications will be issued by the 
County Agricultural Conservation Committees, outstanding cout ticationa, 
should be taken as a guide in determining precedence as to rural exten~ 
sions, It is expected that materials for electric extensions will continue 
in short supply for some months to come and it is essential that electric 
power producers avoid duplication of lines and other construction under- 
taken for the principal purposes of expanding service areas",

SUBJECT: Procurement of Mechanically Refrigerated Farm Milk 
Coolers 


This memorandum supersedes Special Services Memorandum-154, Supplies-5i, 
Subject: "Procurement of Mechanically Refrigerated Farm Milk Coolers," 


WPB Order L-38, which controls production and distribution of refriger- 
avion equipment including complete farm milk coolers and mechanical units for 
farm milk coolers, was revoked on May 12. Farmers may now purchase mechanical 
milk coolers, or units, without certification or WPB priority ratings. In 
some instances, until manufacturers are able to step up production, supplies 
may not equal the demand. 


There has been developed for emergency use a procedure which may be 
applied under certain conditions. Under this procedure the farmer must have 
tried to purchase a cooler, or unit, from at least three sources and mst have 
been unable to obtain delivery or promise of delivery. The farmer may then 
apply to the Regional office of the Wer Production Board on Form WPB-541 for 
an emergency rating. It is not anticipated that the emergency procedure will 
be used to any extent as a rating will require the dealer to deliver to the 
holder of the rating before delivering to other users who have orders on file. 
The case must be strong enough to warrant such action before the War Production 
Board will assign a rating. 


The War Production Board will carefully analyze applications for emergency 
ratings to determine whether there is real need for the equipment and whether 
there will be a substantial spoilage of milk if the rating is not issued,

SUBJECT: First Quarter, 1945 Copper Wire: Issuance 


The Wer Food Administration received an allocation of 1,250,000 pounds of copper 
wire for distribution to farmers for farmstead wiring during the first quarter 

of 1945. Certificates were issued by County Committees during this period for a 
total amount of 1,321,716 pounds. The W.F.A. was able to have a sufficient 
amount of copper transferred to this program from other agricultural programs to 
cover the overissuance. Since a transfer will not be possible during the current 
quarter, committees must not overissue their allotments.

Attached is a summarization by States and Regions of the issuance 
of lumber certificates during the first quarter of 1945. 


Several States have over-issued their quotas. Every precaution 
must be taken to guard against over-issuance. If a State's quota 
is in excess of its needs, the excess quota should be returned to 
the Washington reserve promptly.

SUBJECT: Surplus Property Board Regulation - 5,

The Surplus Property Board has issued SPB Reg. 3 to effect disposition of 
surplus property in rural areas and to farmers. This memorandum is issued 
to provide AAA operating procedures to implement the provisions of that 
regulation. Attached is a copy of a memorandum from A.U. Fox, Director, 
Office of Surplus Property, Commerce Department, to all Regional Directors, 
a copy of SPB Reg. 3, and a copy of the certificate to be issued by 
County AAA Committees to farmers and farmers! cooperative associations for 
use in purchasing trucks. Copies of the certificate should be reproduced 
jn the field. The procedures outlined in this memorandum ‘are — 

familiar tothe Office of Surplus Property, Commerce Department, and 
should serve as a uniform procedure to be followed in all areas in carry- 
ing out the provisions of (SPB. Reg . tS. 


I. MISCELLANEOUS PROPERTY - Section 8505.5 of SPB Reg. 3. Based upon 
information procured from the County Offices, the State AAA Committees 
will keep the AAA liaison representative currently informed of the 
types and quantities of any property needed in rural areas. 


The AAA liaison representative shall consult with the Regional Office 
of the disposal agency and assist in developing measures which are in 
agreement with Office of Surplus Property operating procedures that 
will cause appropriate quantities of surplus property to be sold or 
channeled into rural areas. 


With reference to the types of property listed in Exhibit. A, the 
areas of need and the quantities needed to assure utilization of the 
agricultural resources of areas shall be reported currently, in 
writing, to the Regional Office of the disposal agency by the AAA 
liaison representative.
